The exeavatkns r^ealed ttat the manskm was built 
on massive brick cellar walls three feet thick. The 
reouins ti a brick storage vanlt aad two interior 
bearfag walls suggest that tte house included a coitral 
ittl! ty^cal <rf Geoffian Thiewater mansions. Interior 
<»mer flrqdaces stood at each end <rf the bouse. 

The grouDds rarrouading the mansion iiu;lDded a seriM 
lA (^sending terraces wtiicb 1^ to a fenced formal 
garden an the river side of the house. A fbrmal garden 
probably admrned the land tmA of the mansimi ax well. 

Two bride depeodcmcleB, stiU landing, are placed 
symetrltmlly at dther «id of the maasiOB and wrved 
as the (Mce and kitchen of the bouse. 

Records indicate that KlhgmiU plantaUon protably 
was built during the 1730's by Colonel Lewis Burwell, 
who had inherited 1400 acres of land cm the James River 
from Us bither. In 172S. royal Governor Goodiqipoiirted 
Borwdl Naval Officer tOrthe Upper Ustrietofthe James, 
a rmnunerative post that led him to develc^ the laadiic 
on the James River later known as "Borwell's Ferry." 

Whn Burwell died in 1743, his son, Lewis Bnrwell, 
inbmrtted KingsmiU. He succeeded his fatter as Naval 
QtDsve uA was a member of the Boue of ^irgesaes 
trran 17M to 1774. Under his directioo, Bnrwdl's 
Ferry became <piite adive as one of the princ^ 
ports of Mtry to WUllamsbnrg. The ftmndatiOns of 
the tawm and warrtoose which he leased there are 
among the sites tfa^ have been eica»ted ami preserved 
irfKmpmlll. 

Just b^re tte RevolirtioB, Lewis Bnrwell deeded 
KiagsmlH to his sob, a third Lewis BnrweU, wbo cod- 



tlMed to operate it nntU 1781. Presumably because 
(A fl^ncial difficulties, the plantation was soU at that 
time.

"Both cycling and walking at night en-

Cox also elaborated cm ttte motorist's 
responsibility. "Driving at ni^, 
wittier one sees pedestrians or i»t, 
is a serious task. Sudt factors as vis- 
ibility, glare and fatigue all combine to 
reAice seeing ability. Caution and al- 
ertness are hi^ly advised."

They were at Deep Creek 
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Pros behind 
Canada's win

Some weeks ago it was predicted here that our Bth 
District state' s^ute race just might be the political 
confrontation of the year in Virginia. It Ittely was. 

Joe Canada won — hardly a surprise. But hemw 
handily, with relative ease -- sweeping an amaEiag 20 
of 24 Virginia Beach precincts, while qiponeirts Bob 
Catlis and John Fahey fought oyer the scraps. 

It means Joe isn't far of( from -pertiaps moviog 19 
the ladder, possibly shifting gears to take the lieo- 
tenant governor's post into consideration. His pMfde 
ran a slick campaign, gently building toward a strtjog 
climax. Folks such as Jimmy Fant — pros in every 
sense of the work, generated something iKaaUful to 
behold. 

They adroitly mixed paid advertising with mouods 
of well written press releases. They correctly "ex- 
posed" their candidate. Joe Canada was more than will- 
ing to shake hands and meet folks, even was eager to 
participate in the series of debates the trio eventually 
staged. And through it all be came off well, even stronger, 
maturing as the stump progressed: beating back the 
vicious attacks of mudslinging and character assassina- 
tion as charged by Fahey. And then he ran into what 
some of his aides feared: Fahey peaked early. (Tl^ 
lamented a switch to Callis.) 

The independent actually might have held the result 
in the palm of bis hands. Certainly be took voters from 
Canada, also cutting across traditional Democratic lines 
and the Callis vote. Fahey from the outset had little 
gas with which to work. He,k^ it in cruisii^ gear so 
as to conserve Aiel, spent little and maintained a dili- 
gent one - on - one campaign. It worked at first but his 
gradual strength probably peaked two to three weeks 
Ha advance of the actual election, and then voters drift- 
ed away -- likely feelii% a vote for the indqiendeiit 
was a vote wasted. Plus the Fabey camp was mortally 
hurt by the fact it used the paid for press to almost no 
advantage, itself falling victim to the landslide mectta 
crunch shaken loose by the Callis camp. 



Bob Callis ran an odd stump to say the least, his 
massive TV spending complicated tqr image or the lack 
of it. He was unable to grab iwadllnes while Canada 
and Fahey traded verbal blows. In the end, therefore, 
Callis had nowhere to go, but second. His campaign 
lacked verve and vitality, and this was evident from elec- 
tion eve tabulations. 

Canada ran like a thoroughbred in Thorou^igood, 
Larkspur, Linldiom, Great Neck and Little Neck. He 
dominated and showed authority. Canada was weak in 
only four precincts, aiKJ thus had severely eroded 
traditional Democratic strengths. Callis won but Seatack 
(predominantly black and solidly Democratic), Pbua 
{to which much of his stump was|Acbed), Virgii^ Beach 
(a Democratic stronghold) and Davis Corner (where 
34 Callis votes hardly established a trend.) 

Fahey was naturally disappointed with his showing. 
The relatively unknown Indepenlent was thoi^bt to 
have much more strength. Yet three different sets of 
polls some weeks t>efore the election indicated that 
perhaps be bad peaked and was slowly receding. Tte 
man's rather soft, pensive im^e was terribly face- 
lifted with the Canada attack, cterging him wttb oid- 
slinging, and no (kraM this ^/mmik served to n»y 
many ptrtential Fahey voters into other camps, m(»tly 
Canada's. Fahey's lone real stronghold proved to be 
Trantwood, where he registered 298 votes. A thought 
might be that voters rejected his plea feeling that since 
be hadn't spent, he dUn't want. 

Fahey m^bt tave mounted a cWlenge tel he tte 
casb. Callis used his g^faatic treasury to ckcIM 
advantage. But in the end tt was personality raraw 
everythii^ else, and Joe Ca^i b«! it. "We M^to 
our plans," saM cne jubilant Canada aide durinf tte 
celebration "It feels good," added the winner himself. 
II^BwUle, some distance away, a tired Bob Callis 
shook his bead. "Maybe we just didn't <to eaoq^' 
be said.

There hasn't been rain here for two 
years and the com tes been bad," she writes. 

About half of tte 5.6 million people in Guatemala 
are Mayan Indians, and most of ttem live in tte higk 
central plains Imown as the Altiplano. Most are sd>- 
sistaice farmers with small plots along the sides ot 
mountains and volcanos. Volunteers like Miss Hushin 
are trying to teach ttem soil conservation and gully 
control, arnoi^ otter things. 

"Tte people in tUs district really have it togetter 
and cooperate," she adds. "I know some otter volun- 
teers have trouble getting people to sImw up for meetings, 
but here the people have asked for terraces and trees." 

Miss Rushin has been widely acc^ed by the Indian 
formers. 

"I tboi^ht I might have problems, being a girl," Ste 
tliidcs. "But there haven't been any at all. There teve 
been Peaee Corps volunteers here in ttis ar^ for years, 
and I suppose people think all gringos are crazy and can 
do anything. An engineer is an engineer, whether you're 
a man (»* a woman."

Kim Hull, a Virginia Wesleyan College s<^>bomore, 
is in the business of soothing souls ami sore muscles. 

He probably wouldn't descril>e it that way, of course, 
but because of his triple role as pastor ot Cokes - 
bury United Methodist Church in Onancock, college 
student and trainer for Virginia Wesleyan's athletic 
teams, it is rtHl a pretty good description of his 
activities. Although those activities ke^ him un- 
usually busy, even for a college student, the 19- 
year-old religion major finds few conflicts brtween 
his role on the soccer field or basketball court and 
his role In the pulpit of Us tiny church on Virginia's 
Eastern Shore. 

"It's all working with pe(q>le,'' HuU eqdains, "and 
that is very rewarding. I like to know where people 
are coming from. I want to share their hurts and 
their joys. I like to be a part of all that." 

Hull began getting involved with other peofde's 
hurts and joys wlien he was a freshman at Onancock 
High School. "I've always been interested in athletics," 
he recalls. "In high school, I wanted very much to 
patticipate in the sports program. Training was a way 
I could." 

Like an thiete learning a new pme, Hull had to 
learn how to keep the athletes fit. During his fonr 
years in high school, he attended several short 
coursM for athletic trainers and worked closely with 
area physicians. "Woildng with the doctors was the 
best practical experience," he says. "You can learn 
all the theory you want but if you can't tape an ankle 
without the tape wriiAUng, it doesn't mean a thitv." 

Hull has bem training for six years. He has helped 
train other trainers and has taped more ankles and 
knees than he can remember. Now in his second year 
at Virginia Wesleyan, te is training an assistant. 

"Iliis year is neat," Hull says with a smile. 
"I've been able to work well with the coaches and 
the players, and develiq> a real relationship. I feel 
as though I am becoming more than just a trainer. 
We are able to share thii^s. The players know that 
1 feel like a real part of the team. Last year was 
pretty hectic. I didn't know the players or the coaches. 
That's important because a trig part of training is 
working wtth tte mertal rehaMlltati<m of injuries. 
You know," be adds, "I tUnk the grratest compli- 
meirt a coach can pay a trainer Is wh«i an injury 
occurs on the field and the conch 1^» Oie trainer 
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be the first man rat to dieck tte player. It i 
that the coach and the idayers have faith to the trainer 
and his opinions." 

Faith plays a large part in HnU's lifo In other 
ways, as well. In January erf 1974, the Vlrfinin Con- 
ference of the United Methodist Church named him 
as pastor of Cokesbury United Methodist Ctarch. 
"They are a very special congregation,'' Hall says.

Turner said that under the proposal, 
tiadges would be translerrable, allowing 
some of the outlying trailer courts which 
are now not subject to any city taxes to 
purchase a batch of the badges to distri- 
bute to their customers "Ballpark fig- 
ures" estimate the badges would bring 
in about $150,000 in revenues, but about 
half of that amount would have to go to 
administrative costs to hire beach boun- 
cers to enforce the ordinance.

N«xt to traffic accidents, falls kill 
more peq)le than any other kind of 
mishap. • During 1973, the last year 
for which the health departnnent has 
con^lflla statistics, ^} Virginians died 
from falls in their hcmies. This re- 
presents 40 per cent of the total home 
accidMit fatalities for that year. 

Most falls are not from hi^ places 
but are the result of slips or trips 
aA floor level. Dr. Laura G. Morris 
of tfie Chesi^>eake Health Department 
cwitions tttai comm<m sites of treach- 
erous footing include loose flooring and 
scatter rugs, spills, iiiis and showers, 
and icy walkways. 

"One should be alert for potential 
ha»n-cb," she said "and t^e steps to 
elimimtt the danger immediately. Toys 
st\di ottier objects 'ttat could cause a fall 
should be removed from traffic areas, 
stairs should be left unobstructed and 
drawers kept closed to prevent trifling. 

Attitude is important in accident pre- 
vention. Dr. Morris said. "The state 
of mind with which you af^roach an 
accident situation counts more than you 
might ttiink," he said. She cited in- 
attenticm, impatience, anger and not 
admittifig' limitations imposed by age as 
(tengerous attitudes.

Each year smne 3,000 deer are killed 
by motor \rahicles in Virginia, resulting 
in vehicle damj^, injury and even dteattt 
to motorists. 

Mwiday markedthe beginning of the de- 
er se^rni and collissions between vehic- 
les and thMe tar^ wild animals are ex- 
pected to cwitinue to present a prdslem. 

"The behavior of sinrft animals in im- 
predict^le," warns John T. Hanna, dir- 
ector. Highway Safety Division of 
Virginia," and the result of a collision 
at even moderate speed is usually se- 
vere." 

"In manh cases, motorists fail to see 
an animal in time. Th«i, in attempting 
to avoid tfie animal, tfie driver may 
«w>rve into a fixed object or suddenly 
apply the brakes and be struck from 
biMnd." 

Hama a<^ised drivers to take the fol- 
lowing precautions: 

--Maintain a reduced rate of speed 
when driving in an area vthere deer or

—Force ymtr visual seardi beyond 
tt» 9rm HUmim^ by your headligM; 

— Loi* tor anf evittence of movenrwit 
or the r^lectjons off the eyes of deer 
and ottMr wild Mimais.

Virginia, and Vice Admiral of the fame. . 

A PROCLAMATION. 

AS I have ever entertained Hopes, that an Accommodation might have 
taken ^acc between GifAT-BaiTAiN aitd tliU j^^^, irlHiout hcjng 
compelled by my Duty to- this moil difagrecablc but iiow d>folutcly ncccflary 
Step, rendered fo by a Body of armed Men unlawfully aflcmblcd, firing on His 
Majesty's Tenders, and the formation of an Army, and that Army now on 
their March to attack His Majesty's Troops and deftroy the well d ifpofcd Sub- 
jcds of this Colony. To defeat fuch treafonable Purpofcs, and that all fuch 
Traitors, and their Abettors, may be brought to Jufticc, and that the Peace, and 
good Order of this Colony may be again rcftorcd, which, the ordinary Courfc 
of the Civil Law is unable to effea; I have thought fit to iflue this my Pro- 
clamation, hereby declaring, that until die aforefaid good Purpofcs can be ob-

they joining His Majesty's Troops as fqon as may be, for the more fpeedily 
reducing this Colony to a proper Senfe of their Duty, to His Majesty's 
Crown and Dignity. I do furtlier order, and require, aU His Majesty's Lcigc 
Subjeds, to retain their Quitrents, or any other Taxes due or that may become 
due, in their own Cuftody, till fuch 'Bmc as Peace may be again rcftorcd to thii 
at prefent moft unhappy Country, or demanded of them for their former falu- 
tary Purpofcs, by Officers properly authorifed to receive the fame.

Of note specifically here at the beadi are efforts 
being made by students and certain interested teachers 
at Cooke Elementary, They've been collecting cans 
and related ECOS and recyclable materials for more 
than four weeks. 

As of Nov. 21 they had gathered 846 pounds, accord- 
ing to Bob Arnett of Reynolds' plant here. It was cans 
and miscellaneous scrap.

Q. What is tte Utter omtrol act for Virginto? 

A . Legtolatton recommended by members of Uie Vir- 
glBto beverage Industry as a solution to tte pnMem of 
Utter., 

Q. How does it work? 

A. By a systematic approach to eliminating tte ol- 
tiraate aoorce - tte lltterb^. Three elemeiAs of tte 
program are educaticm about the haiards, undesirabil- 
ity and needlessoess of Uttmag; enforcem»t of anti- 
Utter statutes bf many agmcies; and provisioo for con- 
tainers to poUic aad private jdaees for tte proper dto- 
posal of refuse. 

Q. Virginia has aati-lilter tows. Haven't ttey worked? 

A. For many reasons eitforcement has been oeitter 
vigorous nor uniform. The Virginia litter control act 
would diaage that. Law enforcement authorities would 
conttone to enforce tte laws twt with telp from otters. 
For exampto, designated emplc^ees of tte CooncU on 
tte Environment and Departmeirt al Ccwservatioo and 
Economic Development would be empowered to enforce 
aad adiaintoteraiiti-lttterstatates. Fin^ would terealto- 
Uc to line witt tte offense. 

Q. Litter to refuse out of pbce. How do you change 
ttet throi«h tUs Uw? 

A. By providing ttet litter recqitociK te located 
wtere tte public is found. In public places such as 
parks and beaches, tte respMsibiUty tor purchasing, 
iastalUag, matotatoing and r^nlarly emiAying ttese 
nntainers win te ttet of tte agency admlnl^ering 
this paUle |d«A to |riac» open to tte public but 
privately owMd, swA as marinas, campgrounds, park- 
ing loto, shoHring centers, gasoUne service stotiote 
and otter piblic places, tte owner <a tte property 
would te r«iiBlred to have suitable and approved Utter 
ctatatoers and to mai^to ttem. In addition, each 
aotomoblte ud watercraft r^^tered to Virginto wmM 
te re^ml to tave a litte- oo^ainer.

Utter. Pqwr, for examjde, is aluMist three times as 
common to litter as bottles aad cans. When cans and 
bottles are idiminated, about four-fifths of tte pnAlem 
reraatoa. Oregoa bled Uito solution, and official reporto 
show that it doesn't work to solvli« tte total Utter 
problem. 

Q. What to thto eomprehemive program going to 
cost tte people of Virginto? 

A. It wiU te ftmded by a voluntary tax paid for by 
those iaitastrles and rentiers wte make aad seU th(»e 
items which are determtned to te those items dis- 
carded by litterera. There will te ao direct uWtional 
taxes levied to tte puUic. Tte law requires ttet tte 
Departaent of Highways survey tte state and d^ermine 
tte ecmipeaitton of litter. Fifteen cat^ories teve been 
established whkh iw:lude food and groceries; cigarette 
and totacco prodncto; soft drinks; beer, wine aad dto- 
tiUed siririto; newspapers aad otter paper intxhicts; 



gtoss, metal and fiter containers; motor vehicle parts 
aad otter sources of litter. From tte survey, a scte- 
dule a^iortioning costs to the industry tesed on tte 
compositiott of the Ittter recovered would te made. 
1%ose todustries to tte categ«»1es avoid then pay tteir 
stere of funds toto a Utter nmtrol account which w(Hild 
te used exclusively for admimsteriog tte bill. Any 
indostry not part (tf tte litter probtom wiU not teve 
to pay for tte soliAton. 

Q. WUl It work? 

A. Hito approach was succesriul to tte State of 
Washingtm. According to offictal reports, about 60 per 
cent of litter was eliminMed. to neighboring Oregon, 
which chose to eliminate (nly soft drink and beer bot- 
tles aad cans frtxn litter, tte order of rcdocttoa was 
aroimd only 10 per cot. Witt this l^istation. aad tte 
cooperaUm of tte people of Virginia, litter can te eU- 
minated.

It separates man from beast: the ability to com- 
mwdcate. 

Tbe word set dovn for posterity tells of bumaaity, 
of its or^in, and this printed word - - ia each and every 
phase- -was a revolutionary combination, a new thing, 
a new way. 

It came iitfo being with cavemen etching crude re- 
pres«itations onto the walls of caves. Then, 10,000 
years ago, man settled in the verdant valley sustained 
by the great river Nile. Along its perimeter was found 
papyms, a tall, bullnisb--ased, amoig other things, 
to transport the youi% Moses to a new mother. 

The stalk of tte papms was faaUoned into paper. 
It was much lighter and usable then say the baked clay 
tabl^ of lies<^tamia. The plant was stripped and beaten 
into a single steel with a woodeo mallet Polishing 
created a long roll and hieroglyphics— fancy pictures 
tint spell words— were drawn and man had a legacy 
of historical record. 

The Phoenicians were the great tradii^ and shippii* 
culture, the Mediterranean merchant giants who, because 
id the obvious need for ledgers detailing their commerce, 
found tbe ^Tptian hieroglyphics unwiedly. They solved 
the dilemma by drafting an alphabet of sound syllables. 
R was one without vowels, this comii% from the Creeks- - 
all later refined and beautified by the progressive Roman 
Empire. 

"net, in Uie Eighth Century, medieval manuscripts 
replaced paiqrms. Ilus discovery actually was parch- 
ment, made from the hides of antelopes and sheep. 
Books were created by sMtbatg sheets together, bound 
wtth wooden covers. These scripts were written by 
hand, often greatly embellished, and fraught with in- 
tricate and rainiatnre drawings. 



Mankind in the 1400s tnmed to Mainz, Germany ud 
Johannes Gutenberg, who invented a system of press 
printing from movable m^allic 4>pe. He uMd tak from 
materials employed by Flemish ptMers. Gntrtwif 's 
creation was a dramatic brrakthrosgh, an instant im- 
pact that would forever alter the conrn of nu)s 
communication with man. 

Ira Rubel came next in tbe grand panMle. Be operated 
a litbc^rapbic press in Nutley, N.J. The date was 19W. 
The plates were of stone, inked, a i^Itoder pressing 
impressions on paper passing throoi^. Qh ttee a she^ 
failed to feed and tbe image was pre«ed ittreetly to 
the cylinder. Refeedii^ revealed thai the cylinder Image 
was far superior to that of the lithographic stcne, and 
"offset" prilling was bora. 

Technical advances in printmg aided tlie malt mws 
media. The Boston Newsletter- -our first journal— has 
grown into more than 3,700 newspepera poblishiBg in 
Americ today. Double cylinder rotary presses were 
developtni for speed and volume. Yellow was a color 
which would not reproduce. Improvisations ended with 
creation of a full color process, coraics--then photo- 
graphs. 

la the feairs since, many newspapers have tmed to 
newer techniques— cold type and systems geared to com- 
puters. And a host of companies have sprang np oQer- 
ii% duplication services- -b^rinniag with crate machims 
that in 10 seconds coughed out a wet and somewhat 
blackened copy of the oi^inal. These units were hand 
fed and copies were done (me by one. But teclmology 
once more entered the scene. Copiers w«>t dry, be- 
came faster, were far superior then ever before, galn- 
ii« a thousand new uses, a thounnd fresh oqiatdlities 
for modern man. 

It has been a glorious advancem«rt and today we can 
do in an hour what only a few hundred years i«o would 
have required millions of tiring man boors.
